Stevenson Hurls Russ War Threat 


Appeals

E . Stevenson, U.S. ambassador 
to the United Nations, warned 
Russia today th at a Soviet at­ 
tem pt to take over the C o n g o 
will lead to war.

STEVENSON CITED the power 
struggles which raged through the 
Balkans in the early 1900's and led 
finally to W orld W ar I. He said 
A frica represents the Balkans of 
today and asked w hether Soviet 
P rem ier N ikita Khrushchev w ant­ 
ed it to become the "c o c k p it. . . of 
a spreading, consum ing, horrify­ 
ing general conflict." 


“ When we In A merica g W our 
support to the ending of ALL out- 
aie intervention, we mean some­ 
thing definite and practical." he 
said. 


“ WE BELIEVE THAT Belgium

Do n o t 
believe that the color wash of com­ 
m unism covera the brute f a e t s 
of relative force. You will fade. 
R ussian control will rem ain— as 
it does, today, all over E astern 
Europe."

Atomic Artillery 


SOMEWHERE IN GERMANY 
—President K ennedy's 
proposal 
for a stop-and-think period be­ 
fore resum ing nuclear 
test-ban 
talks has been cheerfully accept­ 
ed by the R ussians—no wonder! 
While we stop and think, they, 
in all probability, are doing re­ 
search and developm ent on nu­ 
clear weapons. P retty soon there 
will be a new kind of ‘'gap” — 
one in the use of knowledge of 
tactical arm s with nuclear w ar­ 
heads. 


THESE GLOOMY thought oc­ 
cur after some discreet discus­ 
sion and some tedious teading, 
on the subject of atom ic artil­ 
lery. The m atter is still some­ 
what verboten, and so little un­ 
derstood. that even an elem en­ 
tary. dead pan recital, carries, 
think a certain am ount of news 
content. 
Well. then, the atom ic m ater­ 
ials which finally go into th e am ­ 
munition are not so plentiful as 
to be cheap. The task of refin­ 
ing the product Is difficult and 
highly technical, the m ore so be­ 
cause fo r over 
two 
y ea rs 
we 
have refrained 
from 
the 
tests 
which m ight allow us to refine 
the product and develop produc­ 
tion skills. 


A T O M I C AMMUNITION is 
contained in artillery s h e l l s 
which b ear distinctive 
c o l o r 
m arkings 
and 
serial 
num bers. 
The forw ard troops of th e Sev­ 
enth A rm y in W est G erm any are 
already equipped 
with 
"basic 
loads" and supply lines a re in 
existence for resupply. E v e r y 
soldier who handles atom ic m a­ 
terials, 
even 
the 
paperw ork, 
m ust be selected an d train ed so 
as to insure, am ong other things, 
his psychological 
stability. 
The m oral and scientific m ys­ 
tique 
w hich 
encases 
m ilitary 


atom ics is not inherent in the 
m aterials. I t is a result of enemy 
propaganda w hich seeks to im­ 
pede A m erican developm ent and 
acceptance of atom ics, and of 
old wives' tales by persons who 
seek self-im portance and sensa­ 
tionalism . An artillery com man­ 
der's handbook, which lies be­ 
fore me. reads: 


"TH ER E IS ACTUALLY noth­ 
ing strange, new, o r unfam iliar 
about the Concept of (atom ic) 
‘targ et analysis’, because it is 
an ex tension of knowledge which 
all s o l d i e r s possess . . . In 
analyzing a ta rg et when a nu­ 
clear weaoon is to be employed, 
th e procedure involves com par­ 
ing the effects of weapons . . . 
on a target of Known (o r assum ­ 
e d ) sire and composition. This 
results either in the estim ation 
of casualties or dam age to be 
achieved . . ." 
Nothing could be sim pler. Na­ 
poleon the most fam ous of ar­ 
tillery officers, would have un­ 
derstood perfectly, w ithout any 
knowledge 
of 
nuclear 
physics. 
The only added danger in the 
use of atomic artillery lies in 
the ignorance of the user—again, 
the strongest possible argum ent 
for making atomic tests, whether 
the Russians and Chinese. Brit­ 
ish and French, do or don’t. 


THE DUTY OF ALL command 
ers, from the President on down, 
is to make this country mili­ 
ta rily stronger than any coalition 
of foes, and strong enough to 
win without counting on the du­ 
bious help of allies. 
Atomic artillery works b e s t 
against advancing enem y infan­ 
try which does not expect nu­ 
clear fire The slide rules, which 
calculate these things, show that 
a single 20 kiloton shell, bursting 


high, would kill JO per cent of 
the hostile 
force, 
within 
1.000 
m eters. If the foes were dug in­ 
to foxholes or were advancing 
behind 
arm or, 
the 
kill 
area 
would be smaller, and a low- 
burst shot would be used. 


THERE IS NO "fallout" on 
airbursts 
Artillerym en 
s a y . 
"The effect is gone with t h e 
boom " But against deep fortifi­ 
cations. a groundburst or “ crat- 
ering" would be indicated, with 
lethal fallout, the strength 
of 
which can be calculated and con­ 
trolled — once more, pleading 
the need of much m ore testing. 
Calculation and 
control 
a r e 
needed to protect our own troops 
which advance 
to 
capture 
a 
position w here the enem y 
has 
been atom ically shelled. E a c h 
com m ander m ust judge the de­ 
gree of m ilitary necessity when 
he fires 
atom ic 
artillery 
that 
m ah injure his own soldiers. 


UNDER EM ERGENCY condi­ 
tions. when atom ic rounds are 
all that m ay save a unit from 
destruction, 
t h e 
com m ander 
m ight lay dow n a 20 kiloton nu­ 
clear shell a s close to his un­ 
protected troops as 2,800 m eters. 
If his own troops are w arned and 
dug in, he m ight reduce this 
distance to 1.300 m eters. 
There is a g reat deal m ore 
of 
this 
non-secret 
inform ation 
about a form of artillery am ­ 
m unition w hich we are bound to 
use next t i m e we fight, and 
about which the A m erican pub­ 
lic ought to becom e sophisticat­ 
ed. 
If the w orld isn't big enough 
for Communism and the rest of 
us, the side w ith atom ic sophis­ 
tication will be the one to sur­ 
vive.
